Truth, to be effective, must be ex- 


pressed in the terminology of its own 
age. 
A distinguished scholar has re- 


cently said, "No su,dent can histori- 
cally understand the Bible until he is 
ready to lay aside all prior consider- 
ations, and examine it 
analytically, 


arriving by induction at a real knowl- 
edge as to its claims and character." 


Vlrsj. of all. we need to 
remember 


that the Bible is not an homogenous 
book, but a gradually collected canon; 
•not a single book, but a collection o! 
books. 
It is a library in itself. 
Its 


custodians were a thousand yeans in 
collecting its materials. Both the Old 
and 
Xew 
Testament 
canons -were 


formed in the same gradual" and ten- 
t.:tive manner bj; the use of enlight- 
ened reason. During the first two 
centuries, the Shepherd of 
Hernias, 


the Epistles of Clement and Barnabas, 
and various Gospels were regarded as 
sacred 
books In .some 
Christian 


churches. 
Th-? prophecies o£ Hystas- 


pes and Syby! were 
often 
Quoted. 


Thei-e'were the "Acknowledged Books" 
and the "Disputed Books." 
For sev- 


eral generations the sifting- 
process 


went on. . Some writings were reject- 
ed, and others accepted; and it should 
be remembered that the final authority 
was that of the Christian conscious- 
ness. 


The authority of the Scriptures rests 


not upon that which is without, but 
upon that which is " within. 
They 


speak for themselves and have a value 
all their own. 
The Scriptures 
have 


the power to vertify their worth 
to 


the.conscience of the individual; and 
this truth becomes the basis of the 
doctrine of 
inspiration. 
In 
other 


words, 1 believe the Scriptures to be 
inspired, because they inspire'me. 
- 


The Bible contains an ever.advanc- 


ing- revelation. 'The Old Testament 
is not on a level with .the New, and the 
various books of - this ''wonderful 
li- 


brary are not of equal authority, nor 
have they the same spiritual illumin- 
ation. 
Covering- a 
period of hun- 


dreds of years, it is not strange that 
there is found within it a great diver- 
sity of thought toward God. laws and 
ethics. 
Neither is it strange that in 


the present age there should be a di- 
vergence of views respecting the 
in- 


terpretation of this wonderful book. 


We do weli, therefore, to make a 


study of O'd and New Conceptions of 
;he Scriptures, 
and 
then 
consider 


these writings as a Divine Record of a 
Progressive Revelation, 
^trange 
to 


say, the flagrant sins, of 
the 
world 


have-been defended by Quotations from 
the Scriptures. 
Slavery 
and 
war. 


witchcraft and polygamy, in the minds 
of many, have been sustained by the 
Bible. 
Too often, scientific men have 


been hated, and their teachings 
re- 


sisted by th-- leaders of the Christian 
church. 
The fault does not lie in the 


Scriptures, but in an erroneous con- 
ception of them. 
What, 
then, 
are 


some of the conceptions which have 
wrought havoc to 
the 
Christian 


church? 


First, there has been the theory of 


verbal dictation. 
Quotations 
from 


two leading theologians, one of Eng- 
land, the other from America, are suf- 
ficient to state its claims. Dean Bur- 
gon, of Oxford, in 1S61, said:— 


"The Bible is the very utterance of 


the Eternal. Every book is inspired, 
and inspired alike, and is inspired en- 
tirely. 
The Bible Is filled 
to- over- 


flowing with the Holy Spirit of God. 
The books of it. and the words of it, 
and the very letters of it." 


Dr. 
Hodge 
expressed 
much the 


same teaching In America, when he 
said: 


"The books of the Scriptures are on* 


and all, in thought and. verbal expres- 
sion, in substance and-in form, wholly 
the Word of God, conveying with ab- 
solute accuracy and Wvine authority, 
all that God meant to convey, with- 
out human additions or admixtures." 


These statements frnm two leading 


theologians savor of dogmatic theol- 
ogy, and in the realm of Biblical criti- 
cism have but little weight- 
How- 


t-vevr. we admit tha_t few theories have 
been so well encasecl by sheets of cast 
iron, and better riveted than 
this 


theoiy of verbal inspiration. 
With 


the acceptance of this 
theory, 
the 


teaching of a literal inerrancy and in- 
fallibility have 
naturally 
followed,, 


both of which have been unfortunate. 


Such a theory may have a place in 


dogmatic theology of the past, but it- 


can not receive a support^ from, the 
enlightened 
reason,,, and 
Christian 


consciousness of the 
20th 
century- 


The theory "is too; mechanical. It is 
a theory which cannot cover the facts 
jot Scripture, and thereby ^becomes un- 


I tenable. 
-, . . 


Two facts, of Scripture, 
at 
least; 


are incompatible with the theory of 
verbal inspiration: 
'--- 


The first .is that the sayings ot our 


Lord are not reported alike in the 
Gospels. 
In the Gospels the sense is 


not always the same, much less 
the 


identity of language. 
The 
evange- 


lists difCer in their reports 
of 
our 


Lord's prayer. 
In accordance with 


the theory of verbal inspira tion, we 
have the right to expect an absolute 
accuracy, which we do not find. 


The second is 
the 
manner- in 


which quotations from the Old Te,sta- 
ment are made in the new. "Of such 
quotations." says Toy in his. Quota- 
tions from the Old and New Testa- 
ments, "there are 275." He gives ten 
passages in which the Septuagint has 
been corrected and brought into har- 
mony with the Hebrew; 37 passages Jn 
which the faulty rendering of the Sep- 
tungint has been accepted in the Xew 
Testament quotation; 7G passages in 
which the correct rendering 
of 
the 


Septuagint has been altered 
into . a 


rendering that does not agree with 
the original, and 99 passages in which 
the New Testamejit quotation differs 
both from the Hebrew and the Sep- 
tuagint. 


Xow from these deductions which 


the scholars of today generally grant, 
it is evident that the New Testament 
writers thought more of the sense of 
the sacred Scriptures than of the lan- 
uage itself; and that they were not 


critical as to the exact words in which 
the Old Testament writers 
expressed 


themselves: it also seems quite credit- 
able that'they did not act in 
accord- 


ance with the theory of verbal dicta- 
tion. 
Whence- did this theory come? 


We inherited it from Romanism, and 
Romanism inherited it from Judaism. 
The Pharisees were worshippers of 
the Book, rather than of God. They 
counted every wojcd and letter of 
it, 


but as to the deeper spiritual teaching 
they knew nothing. Because of this 
mechanical and narrow conception of 
the inspiration of the Word of God, 
these religious leaders were mere peti- 
foggers. 


And it was with a sense of righteous 


indignation that our 
Lord 
rebuked 


them when He said: "You strain at a 
gnat and swallow a camel, and. make 
_pf not effect the Word of God, through 
your traditions." 
} 


In the second and third century, the 


doctrine of verbal inspiration again 
became prominent. 
Little py 
little 


there grew up the thought that every 
word in the Scriptures was 
inspired, 


and that there could be no error what- 
sovere. For more than a 
thousand 


years the Bible was reverenced, 
but 


not studied. 


Finally, Martin 
L.uther 
appeared, 


and made the declaration 
that 
no 


book of the Bible was authority for 
him that did not point the way or re- 
veal Jesus .Christ. 
At 
once there 


came a renaissance in Bible' study. 
One hundred and fifty years later, the 
mechanical theory of verbal dictation, 
which 
had 
dominated 
the Jewish 


church, and which—had been held by 
the Catholic church, for more th-an a 
thousand years, 
again 
came .into 


prominence. 
It came naturally and 


iwas inevitable. 
It was a time of 


storm and struggle. Protestants were 
harrassed on every -side; the Ration- 
alists annoyed, and the attacks ot the 
Jesuits were 
severe. 
There 
were 


those who pointed with pride to 
an 


infallible Bible. 
They came to 
feel 


that the language, was perfect, every 
part of the Scriptures of equal merit, 
that the vowel points in the Hebrew 
had been inserted by divine Inspira- 


tion, and that every word 
was 
in- 


spired, the punctuation not'excepted. 


; 
We wonderN sometimes,'how such a 


theory held. such a long 
continued 


sway over the minus of men, and we 
answer—because it-.has seemed to be 
.the one most easily managed, and be- 
cause it ministered to man's laziness 
.and credulity. But the earnest, in- 
quiring student of today will not be 
satisfied with a theoo1. however easily 
rnannged. which will not 
harmonize 


with facts. 
| The doctrine of the Infallibility of 
the Scriptures has been the outgrowth 
of the theory of verbal 
inspiration. 


But the student of today goes back ot 
!the doctrine of Infallibility, 
and 
in- 


jquires into, its nature and asks 
the 


'question—"Infallibility 
for 
what.?" 


' Here is 
where 
the 
whole 
matter 


hinges. 
We must answer that 
the 


Bible Is no,t an. infallible book, scien- 
jtifically. 
Too much has been claimed 


I for the Bible in this respect. 
Too 


often passages of Scripture have been 
unduly wrenched from their place to 
maintain some theory 
of 
soience, 


which was never intended. 


Too often the narrative of Genesis 


j has been forced into an exact corres- 


I pondence 
of 
geological 
science.' 


,The story is a hyrnn of creation, beau- 
tiful and pure, and was never intend- 
ed for a scientific history of "creation. 
Had leaders of the church allowed the 
Bible to speak in its own sphere alone, 
there never would have 
been 
pub- 


lished John W. Draper's book on "The 
Conflict Between Science anri Relig- 
ion." 


A few years ago. Andrew D. White, 


president 
ot 
Cornell 
University, 


brought out his "Warfare of Science 
with Theology in Christendom"; and 
in this he declares that all discover- 
ies of scence have been resisted 
by 


priests, and preachers. He shows in 
many instances, how Christian 
stu- 


dents have endeavored to 
overthrow 


science by quotations .from the Scrip- 
tures. 


This criticism never would have had 


its stinsj. had" the Christian church had 
a .clear conception of the teaching of 
the doctrine of infallibility. 
Wo need 


have no fear of a conflict -between 
science and religion, for each has a 
province of its own. Xo scientist can 
ever.take away from us the glory in" 
Jestis Christ, and the recognition that 
he came into the world to save sinners, 
and no astronomer can ever dim the 
luster of John 3:10. 


Again we remark that the 
Scrip- 


tures are not infallible, historically. 
It is a truthful record, and is trust- 
worthy, but it is not infallible. " Con- ' 
tradlctions in dates 
and 
numbers,-! 


which are inesignincant In themselves, 
yet show that the writers were 
not 


mlracuously protected from error. 


And we remark, again, that 
the 


Scriptures are not Infallible morally. 
JThe Christian^ student of today recog- 
nizes that there is a 
difference 
be- 


tween the morality of the 
Old and 


Xew Testament; and no longer is it 
necessary for-him to harmonize these. 
standards by arbitrarily making them 
[one, when he .recognizes the truth of 
a. progressive revelation. 
No theory 


jof inspiration 
will 
ever 
harmonize 


Samuel hewing Agog to pieces, 
and 


Jesus forgiving his enemies' on the 
'"cross. They are two different stand- 
• ards, separated by a thousand years. 


I There are all grades 
of morality 


found in the Scriptures, from that of 
the polygamous home of Solomon to 
those of Nazareth and Bethany.

t cannot say that the standard oC the 


I Bible is infallible, but we can say that 
it is trustworthy and progressive. 


I 
Infallibility is an unfortunate term 


! to use. 
The Scriptures do not use it, 


I but on the contrary declare that. "All

• profitable",—that it is useful, not

fallible. 
The Bible is not infallible as 


a book ot science; for Its theories ot

While the student of today does not 


claim that the Scriptures are infalli- 
ble, yet he sees in them a guide and a 
light., and he exclaims,, in the words 
of the Psalmist, "Thy Word is a lamp 
unto my feet and.a light unto my 
path."

! world, have been feeling after God, and 


I He in unknown ways has been";leading 
them; I quote from Dr. Northrup, a 
most profound theologian of this cen-. 
tury: 

"All of the' profound moral thinking 
ot the Orientals, all of the flashes of 
wisdom which we find in classic lit- 
'eratxire, and all of the noble charac- 
ters who have appeared in ancient his- 
tory, were called forth and mounded 
by the Spirit of Christ.'1 - 


"These souls," ho says, 
"felt 
the 


presence of the invisible, its impul- 
sions and restraints." 


Our_ hearts are made sad that these 


nations were so weighed down by su- 
perstitions and by polytheistic 
con- 


ception o£ God. The 
Revelation 
to 


them was dim and imperfect. But In 
a greater degree of clearness came the 
Revelation to the Jewish people. 
To 


them,.as to.no others, did He .reveal 
Himself as a personal God, give to 
them a personal religious history, and 
In the fullness of time, send the Mes- 
siah as the personal Saviour of men. 
. Keeping in mind that the- purpose of 
revelation is to make God known, we 
easily see how the student's of this 
lljook have departed from its true pur- 
pose. 
- - " . - - 


f: This was especially true In the 18th 
century. -Men came-to feel in that 
period that the purpose of revelation 
was to teach dogma, and.accordingly, 
abstruse mysteries', free-wiU and pre- 
destination, were given undue em- 
phasis. While these questions of dog- 
matic theology may have their place, 
yet we feel today that-the Scriptures 
are not a revealed creed, but a record 
| of events, in which God has made him- 
| self known, and in the consummate 
' revelation 
of 
Jesus 
Christ, 
which 


! eclipses al! other, we.' have 
the-- ex- 


planation of this 
wonderful 
Book. 


Slowly and gradually has the idea- of 
.God grown in the human mind. There 
have been many grotesque conceptions, 
and many times He has been dishon- 
,ored. However, in the early histories 
of Bible history, we are able to see 
•the true purpose of revelation; in that 
He made hlms'elf known as a Holy 
\ God, who punished sin and who 
de- 


jmanded truth and righteousness. This 


; He did in a language, suited to , the 
times, and in a mould of thought best 
understood by men of that age. 


Having spoken of the 
purpose of 


revelation, what shall we say of the 
method of revelation?

Nearly 9,o.CO,000 -automobilists visited 
the national "forests during 1023 for 
•ecreational- purposes and many fires 
«;ere directly traceable to carelessness 
on the part of the visiting automobil- 
ists. Here are a few simple rules which 
if observed, will prevent forest fires- 


1. Be sure your 
match is out- 


break in two before thro wing'it away 


2. Don't throw cigars, cigarettes and 


Pipe ashes over the side of your ma- 
chine. Provide a closed receptacle. A 
tin can^will do. 


3.' Build small cjwip fjres 
On bare 


ground or on rocky surfaces away from 
brusft and trees.
